Describes Life In 
The Soviet Union 


Says Dictators Live 
In Luxury While 
Workers Nearly Starve 


Fort Wayne—Watson Kirkcon- 
nell, Ph.D., Professor at McMaster 
University, Hamilton, Ontario, 
Canada, giving the second in the 
current series of Catholic Evidence 
talks here Sunday night condemned 
atheistic Communism and exposed 
to the clear light of day condi- 
tions in the Soviet Union where, 
he said, the laboring man is denied 
his rights and works as the slave 
of the State. 


Assailing those in the United 
States and Canada who would have 
our citizens sacrifice their present 
liberties and high standards of liv- 
ing for existence under a Com- 
munist dictatorship, . Professor 
Kirkconnell contrasted conditions 
in North America with those of 
the Soviet Union. Declaring that 
Communism gives only lip service 
to the slogan “from each according 
to his ability, to each according 
to his needs,” he asserted that 
50% of the national income in 
Russia goes to only 11% of the 
Osh egg “The ‘big shots’ of the 

viet Union,” he declared, “are 
multi-millionaires.” The standard 
of living of the people is among 
the lowest in the world, he added. 

The skilled operator in Rus- 
gia, Professor Kirkconnell said, 
gets from 20 to 30 times as much 
pay as the unskilled worker. “The 
actual purchasing power of Soviet 
take-home wages is really less than 
under the Czars. A minimum 
monthly wage in 1939, before the 
war, in Soviet industry was $5.50 
a month. The worker on the min- 
imum wage could buy two four- 
pound loaves of black bread a 
day and have nothing left over.” 

Present day conditions are lit- 
tle improved and in many cases 
worse than before the war, the 
Professor asserted, and there are 
still upwards of 18,000,000 political 
prisoners in Russia who are forced 
to work at slave labor. 


Tailors Short Of 
Materials For

Rome Jan. 7 —  (RNS)—(By 
Wireless) — The most worried 
group in Rome today, are the four 
ecclesiastical tailoring establish- 
ments who must outfit 32 new 
Cardinals, but have enough mo- 
terial on hand only to fill a doz- 
en orders. 

To meet the emergency, the 
Roman tailors have sent agents to 
the provinces in search of new ma- 
terial, and at the same time to 
induce relatives of deceased Car- 
dinals to part with at least a por- 
tion of their robes. 

Another worry created by the 
consistory is hod to provide ade- 
quate accommodation for the 
secretaries and relatives of the 
Cardinals-designate and for the 
many pilgrims who will come to 
witness ceremories ot which the 
Pope will present the red hat to 
the new Princes of the Church. 
All the principal hotels are at 
Dresent requisitioned by Allied 
military authorities, and the smal- 
ler hostelries are overcrowded.

Estimates 
now are that between 300,000 and 
400,000 homes will be built during 
the next year by private enterprise, 
but undoubtedly in accord with de- 
mand, these will go to the higher 
income groups.

1 should like your comment on what I consider the most 
bigoted affirmation made by leaders of a modern religious sect. 
It appears in The Bible Student, published under the auspices 
of the Walther League, and represents “A Sugyested Joint 
Declaration of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri, 
Ohio and other States and of the American Lutheran Church.” 
This narrow, bold statement, is issued as the official teaching 
of the above-mentioned religious groups: “We affirm that 
in the Pope of Rome the prophecies regarding the anti-Christ 
are being fulfilled.” This pamphlet was circulated in the army 
camps, where your correspondent picked it up.—A Service Man. 


We are well aware that Luther, when he was wrought up, 
called the Pope “Anti-Christ,” but we would not have believed that 
any modern scholar, Christian or otherwise, liberal or narrew, could 
subscribe to that silly doctrine until we read the following very 
clear officially drafted statement in the pamphlet in question: 


In a special sense, the Pope is antichrist, because he 
claims for himself that power and authority in the Church 
which belongs to Christ alone, and because he curses the 
principal doctrine of the apostolic Church, the doctrine that 
we are saved by faith alone, without the deeds of the law. 


How can one be “anti-Christ,” and at the same time be the 
most vigorous “pro-Christ” person in all the world? Was it always 
thus? Yes. Among the first thirty Popes, twenty-nine died mar- 
tyrs out of pure loyalty to Christ. As soon as those days of per- 
secution ended, Pope Sylvester, in the year 325, convoked the first 
General Council at Nice, attended by 300 Bishops, for the purpose 
of condemning the “anti-Christ” Arius, who denied Christ’s 
divinity. 


.Who Anti-Christ Is 


St. John (I John IV, 3) tells us who anti-Cirist is: “Every 
spirit that confesses that Jesus Christ has come in the flesh, is 
of God: And every spirit that severs Jesus, is not of God, but is 
of Anti-Christ, of whom you have heard that he is coming and 
now is already in the world.” There is not a single Catholic in 
the entire world, who does not believe both in the divinity and 
in the humanity of Christ united in one person, while thousands 
of ministers in the United States, according to a survey taken by 
George Herbert Betts, Professor of Religion at Northwestern 
University, have expressed themselves as being uncertain whether 
Christ was divine or not. 


What Makes One Pro-Christ? 


If you will read I John IV, 2; I Cor. XII, 5; Matthew XVI, 
17, you will find what makes one pro-Christ or anti-Christ. No 
Catholic in the world violates the teaching in these texts. Anti- 
Christ certainly would not worship Christ but every Catholic does, 
and the Popes, more than any others throughout history, have 
consistently attacked the anti-Christian spirit in the world. 


Christmas, which is a feast introduced by the Catholic Church, 
was intended to impress on the world the fundamental truth of 
Christianity that the Son of God became Incarnate, and should 
always be worshipped as He was worshipped on the day of His

nativity on earth, not only by angels and archangels, but by 
every human being. 

The same Luther, who charged the Pope with being anti- 
Christ, also charged Catholics with placing Mary, Christ’s mother, 
above Him. The seven year old Catholic child knows better, be- 
cause he is taught through an official Catechism that only God 
may be actually worshipped. Mary and the saints may only be 
honored because of their close relationship to Christ. One does not 
honor Christ by despising them any more than one would honor 
President Truman by despising his mother. 

Most Protestants in the original bitterness of the Reformation 
held what Lutherans hold today, but have long repudiated that 
doctrine. We have just consulted the Funk and Wagnalls New 
Standard Dictionary to see what it has to say about anti-Christ. 
It gives several definitions, accepted here or there over the cen- 
turies, but does not even allude to the fact that the Pope has ever 
been tagged with that designation. We then inspected the Ency- 
clopedia. Americana, which provides a number of explanations as 
they were presented during history, but does not include the 
Lutheran teaching. 

In The Bible Student, the publication above referred to, the 
Lutherans give their reasons for holding the Pope to be anti- 
Christ, namely, because he “claims for himself that power and 
authority in the Church which belongs to Christ alone, and be- 
cause he curses the principal doctrine of the apostulic Church, 
the doctrine that we are saved by faith alone without the deeds 
of the law.” 

The Pope claims only to be the mouthpiece of the Church 
“which belongs to Christ alone.” 


Misrepresent Church’s Teaching 


Lutherans grossly misrepresent the teachings of the Catholic 
Church when they charge that she believes in salvation by good 
works apart from grace or apart from faita. She teaches 
officially that Christ alone is mankind’s Savior, and that without 
His merits no human being could be saved, no matter how saintly 
a life he would lead; she teaches that faith is absclutely necessary 
for salvation, and that works which are the fruits of that faith 
and represent the observance of the Commandments (which are 
still in force) must be “supernatural good works” performed with 
the help of grace and motivated by it. 

We have an idea that the average Lutheran would be very 
much embarrassed if a Catholic friend asked him if he actually 
believed that the Pope, the chief defender of Christ’s divinity in 
the world, is anti-Christ. 

Note: In this space, in a series of articles, we shall recount 
the real reasons for the Reformation as presented by the world’s 
most erudite historians, and show how the wells of history, from 
which most sectarians draw, were poisoned. The articles will not 
be controversial in tone. They will be purely informative and will 
be characterized by charity. We expect the explosive kind of 
articles in Protestant journals during this year marking the 4th 
Centenary of Martin Luther’s death.

The Poor In Spirit 


Christ did not teach the doctrine 
“Down with everything that is 


their minds and hearts penetrated 
the heavens. 


| Poverty in spirit can reside as 
well in a palace as in a hovel. It 
‘can reside beneath a crown, as in 
the case of St. Louis, the King of 
France, just as it can reside be- 
neath a pauper’s garb as in the 
case of St. Camillus de Lellis. On 


the other hand, many of the poor 


‘are not blessed, because of the in- 
flamed pride that resides beneath 
rags and tatters. Pride. haughti- 
ness and attachment may as often 
be seen in a thatched coitage as in 
a gilded palace. “Blesse| are the 
‘poor in spirit,” means that both 


everything away, except the cross 
which He kept for Himself. He was 
poor in His burial, for He was 
buried in a stranger’s grave. He, 
Who owns heaven and earth, be- 
came poor that we might be rich. 
Christ is the only one in the history 
of mankind of wnom both the rich 
and the poor cai say, “He came 
from our ranks., He is one of our 
own.”

He 
was well protected and got the 
ball off allright, but Al. Hudson, 
substitute Miami halfback, 
snatched the ball away from the 
grasp of the intended receiver 
on the ll-yard line and raced 
89 yards for the touchdown that 
brought defeat to the Crusaders. 
It was a heartbreakine defeat 
for a team that had played so 
well all afternoon against a team 
that had heen heavily favored to 
win in all pre-game prognostica- 
tions. 


If the accounts of the game were 
true, the official timer made a 
serious mistake as Hudson was 
racing for that winning teuchdown. 
These accounts said the final gun, 
ending the game, was fired before 
Hudson went over the vval line. 
Under such circeumstances, the 
timer is not supp2sed to signal the 
end of the game until he has re- 
ceived word that there was no pen- 
alty on the play. In other words, 
had there been a foul on that pass 


plav. the play itaelf would have | 


had the game been played in 
e-- - Se — 
been nullified, and the same amount 
of time would have remained for 
another play. Of course. if the 
penalty on that last scrimmage 
had been against Holy Cross, Mi- 
ami quite naturally would have de- 
clined it and would have taken the 
touchdown, instead. 


But, had the owenalty been 
against Miami, Holy Cross natu- 
‘rally would have exercised its pre- 
‘'rogative and ruiu the play over 
again, thus nullitying the Miami 
‘touchdown. As Hudson tan over 
the goal line, the jubilant Miami 
fans rushed onto he field and soon 
the crowd was all over the place. 
It would have been virtually im- 
‘possible to have resumed play, 
‘but, even so, the touchdewn would 
‘not have counted and the game 
would have ended in a 6-6 tie. 


In this connection some of 
you may recall that such a fan- 
tastic mixup did actually occur 
in an Illinois-Ohio State game a 
couple of years ago. caused by 
the official timer’s mistake in fir- 
ing the gun ending the game. 
As was the case in the Miami- 
Holy Cross game the score was 
tied at 6-6, and Ohio State had 
the ball down near the Illinois 
goal line. The last play at- 
tempted by Ohio State failed to 
gain as the final gun sounded— 
but then trouble started.

We are = reutodad of 
what the late Cardinal Manning wrote seventy-five years ago. In his work The Four Great 


Evils of the Day the Cardinal wrote:. 


“You have there one simple phenomenon—generation rising after generation without 
God in the world. And why? Because of the lack of Christian education. First, an atheistical 
revolution; next, an empire penetrated through and through with a mocking philosophy and a 
eckless’ indifferentism: afterwards came governments, changed in name and in form, but not 
in practice nor in spirit. ‘ 


“The Church, trammelled by persecution, its spiritual action faint and paralyzed, could 
not penetrate the masses of the people nor form the rising youth. It labored fervently; its sons 
fought nobly for Christian freedom; thousands were saved; but for eighty years the mass of 
men has grown up without God and without Christ in the world. My whole soul pities them. 


“These outbursts of horror, strife, outrage, sacrifice, bloodshed, are the harvest repeated 
from the rank soil in which such seed was cast. All] this is true. But how did souls created to 
the image of God grow up in such a state? They were robbed: robbed before they were born, 
robbed of their inheritance, and reared up in an education without Christianity. 


“Let this be a warning to ourselves. We are on the turn of the tide. A few active, 
busy, confident, and eloquent men were a year ago carrying us away with theories of state 
education without religion. We were told that children might be taught to read and to write 
and to spell and to sum without Christianity. Who denies it? But what does this make of 
them? To what would they grow up? The formation of the will and heart and character, the 
formation of a man, is education, and not the reading and writing and spelling and the 
summing. 


“For fifteen hundred years, Christians served God and loved man, before they re- 
ceived this cultivation; and we, because we have it profusely, we are forgetting the deeper 
and diviner lessons. The tradition of Christian education in England is as yet unbroken. It is 
threatened now for the first time. In God’s name, stand fast and save it. 1 can add no more. 


“Do not be afraid if you find yourselves in the minority. “Woe to vou when men shall 
bless you!’ (Luke VI, 26). You must be censured if you are the disciples of Jesus Christ. The 
world that hated Him will not love you. “The disciple is not above his Master, nor the servant 
above his Lord. It is enough for the disciple that he be as his Master, and the servant as his 
Lord’ (Matt. X, 24-25). ‘If they have called the master of the house Beelzebub, how much 
more them of his household?’ (2 Tim. III, 14)..... 


“*Many shall come in My name,’ our Lord has said, ‘and seduce many’: and because of 
their iniquity, the love and the charity of the many shall wax cold. Nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom; and there shall be wars and pestilences in many places. 
But the end is not yet. This is only the beginning of trouble’ (Luke XXI, 28).

All four of the American Cardinals-elect plan to cross 


‘the Atlantic Ocean by air to receive their*Red Hats in Vatican 
‘City at the February Consistory. It will mark the first time 
in ecclesiastical history that prelates have flown to a Consis- 


tory.

. Pacelli, traveled all over the. United 
| States—from East to West and 
North to South—by airplane dur-

| 1936. . 

| The swift passage which the four 
| Cardinals-elect will have to the 
| Eternal City recalls the trying 
'but fruitless dash which the late 
Cardinal William O’Connell, Arch- 
‘bishop of Boston, made in January 
1922 when—after the death of Pope 
| Benedict XV—he sought to get 
‘to Rome in time to participate in 
| the election of his successor. Em- 
;ploying the quickest means of 
| travel available, Cardinal O’Connell 
‘still failed to arrive at the Con- 
‘sistory until after the election of 
‘Pope Pius XI. 


As this was his second experi- 
ence of the kind, Cardinal O’Con- 
/nell pointed out to the newly-elect- 
| ed Pius XI that, despite the great- 
| est speed they could then make 
in travel, it looked as if American 
| Cardinals could not get to Rome 
/ soon enough after the death of 
'a Pope to participate in the elec- 
tion of his successor. The first 
| official] document issued in the Pon- 
tificate of Pope Pius XI extended 
from 10 to 15 days the time that 
| might elapse between the death of 
ore Pope and the inauguration of 
the Conclave to choose the next.

Catholic Action 


Organizes Labor 
Youth Movement 


Spanish Youth Groups 
Take Lead In Social 
And Economic Fields — 


BY FRANCISCO DE LUIS 

Madrid, Jan. 14 —(NC)— Ore 
ganization of Spain’s young Cath- 
olic workers in special groups 
marks the beginning of a labor 
youth movement, which, as such, 
has hitherto not existed within 
Spanish Catholic Action. 

Explaining the significance of 
this step, the Rev. Alberto Bonet, 
general secretary of the govern- 
ing -board of Spanish Catholic 
Action, said: “‘Heretofore, work- 
ing youth were mixed in with non- 
labor youth in one organization. 
There had been some special cen- 
ters for young working men, but 
they were not affiliated and did 
not function as an autonomous 
section. 

“Now we are going to create a 
labor youth movement, a dynamic 
movement of ample scope. It will 
generally comply with the pattern 
developed with such success in 
other countries, but with such 
modifications as are called for by 
the psychology of our people. 

“Without in any way imparing 
the unity of sur Catholic yeuth 
organization,” Father Bonet said, 
‘“‘we are ready to give to the labor 
youth movement all the individual- 
ity and liberty of action needed 
for its efficient functioning.” 

Father Bonet, expressing full- 
confidence in the success o 
the new movement, said that many 
young workers, imbued with 
Christian ideals, are already mem- 
bers of Catholic Youth centers. 
“They are the ‘militants’ who are 
going to build up this new organi- 
zation,” he said. 

Before the civil war in Spain, 
he explained, Catholic social teach- 
ing was provided to selected groups 
of young workers by the ISO (La- 
bor Social Institute). Similar 
courses have been held each year 
since 1940. “Now, building on 
these foundations, we are ready 
to launch an enthusiastic move- 
ment,” he said. “No doubt, we 
shall have a powerful resource 
in our youth within the near fut- 
ure.” 

“Spanish Catholic Action,” he 
concluded, “is ready to solve ef- 
ficiently all those problems in the 
social field with which it is faced 
today. To give to special young 
workers’ groups all the autonomy 
and cooperation essential to the 
effective fulfillment of. their apos- 
tolate in the labor word, is a mat- 
ter of graatest interest to Cath- 
olic Action.” 

The Spanish Hierarchy, lather 
Bonet said, expects these labor 
youth centers to realize the aims 
set forth in the Vatican-approved

riatural life peculiar toe a spirit, but 
a supernatural life, if it be destined 
to a supernatural end, which is 
God Himself, and that neither we 
ourselves nor our parents nor any 
human being can supply the su- 
pernatural in any form, as the very 
word implies. | 

I hardly need to remind any in- 
telligent person that God does not 
live in our human order. He lives 
in an entirely different order, in an 
order which befits a God, which 
means a divine order. If we are 
not born in that order—and evi- 
dently we are not—God must have 
instituted some ordinance whereby 
the soul may be elevated from the 
natural to the supernatural plane, 
from a human order to participa- 
tion in a divine order. If that were 
not true, then the human being 
would lack the means needful to 
achieve the lofty end for which he 
was destined. You are philosopher 
enough to realize that the means 
ealculated to attain any end must 
be adequate for the purpose. 


God ‘Adopts’ Us 
Through Baptism 


While it is commonly said that 
ali people are children of God, that 
can be true only in a wide or 
broad sense. To be children of 
God in the strict sense we must be 
natural children of God, while we 
are the natural children only of 
our own parents. To become chil- 
dren of God we must go through 
an adoption process. The Bible 
calls that process “being born 
again” (John III, 3). In the same 
text St. John tells us that we 
cannot enter into the Kingdom of 


God unless we are born again. 
This does not necessarily mean that 
those who have not been formally 
adopted by God as His children will 
be consigned to everlasting pun- 
ishment. It rather means that 
they cannot enter a supernatural 
felicity in the other world unless 
the higher life, the supernatural 
life will have been imparted to 
their souls. 


If God, therefore, wants us to 
live in close union with Him here, 
to be, as Christ expresses it, 
branches of the Vine (John XV, 5) 
which-He is; members of His body 
(I Cor. XII, 12), evidently He has 
a very special interest in us. If 
God adopts us as His children, we 
become as truly brothers and sis- 
ters of Christ, with God as our 
Father, as does any child, legally 
adopted, become a brother or sis- 
ter of those who are the adoptive 
parents’ natural children. 


Ch rist Founded 
His Kingdom 


In God’s ordinary plan of salva- 
tion, His Kingdom in Heaven is 
reached through citizenship in the 
supernatural Kingdom He estab- 
lished on earth. History teaches 
that Christ, Who claimed to be 
God, founded such a Kingdom. 


Now, let us see what prayer is, 
how natural it is, and why God 
should answer it. Prayer is not 
wholly identified with petition to 
God for favors. That is only one 
form of prayer, and not the highest 
form. If other forms were more 
regularly and earnestly practiced 
the prayers of petition would al- 
ways pierce the clouds and reach 
the throne of God. 


The highest form of prayer is 
worship or adoration, which every 
creature, because of its complete 
dependence on his Creator, ab- 
solutely owes to Him. Adoration 
can be expressed without uttering 
a single word, because it consists

pendence on God, one’s nothing- 
ness when compared to Him, one’s 
sinfulness. 

The recognition of God’s good- 
ness prompts thanksgiving, whic 
is also a higher form of prayer 
than that of petition. If everyone 
were grateful for all God’s bless- 
ings, material and spiritual, he 
would dispose himself for other and 
bigger favors. 


Theological books define prayer 
as “the raising up of our minds 
and hearts to God,” and not chiefly 
our voices. One who prays only 
when danger threatens or when 
one is in dire need of help, may 
conceivably have no love at all for 
God. 


If prayer is “conversation with 
God”: if we need His aid and His 
grace courageously to face daily 
trials and temptations; if God is 
the Supreme Good, our Heavenly 
Father and Provider; if we are 
His adopted children, whom He 
loves with an infinite love, then 
nothing should be more natural 
or easy than prayer. It should 
spring spontaneously from our 
minds and hearts and find expres- 
sion from our lips. 


We Can't Limit 
The Power Of God 


If God is our Father and Pro- 
vider, our divine Lover, why should 
He not hear our prayers? 


But do you say that it requires 
a miracle for God to answer pray- 
ers, and that we could not expect 
Him to work miracles? It requires 
no miracle because it is the policy 
of God to make most of His fa- 
vors dependent on our prayers. 
Whether. you accept the Bible as 
divinely inspired or not, you will 
have to admit that it is, the rec- 
ord of God’s dealings with man 
over a period of thousands of 
years; and if it teaches any les- 
son it is that which is expressed 
succinctly by Christ when He said: 
“Hitherto you have not received, 
because you have not asked” (John 
XVI, 24). But even if some pray- 
ers could not be granted except 
by a miracle, you certainly would 
limit the power of God if you held 
that even He, infinitely powerful 
and omnipotent, could not even 
alter laws which He Himself made. 


Eddie Rickenbacher, to whose 
rescue God came after he had 
drifted for six weeks on the stormy 
waters of the Pacific, hungry and 
exhausted, told the world that his 
prayers were answered and by an 


You must convince yourself not 
only of the power of God to help 
you, and of His willingness to help 
you because He loves you, but 
of His near presence. Too many 
people visualize God as living be- 
yond the confines of the universe, 
too far away to hear us and too 
great to bother Himself about us. 


Others think of Him only as ex- 
erting His influence in this world, 
as the sun does by its light and 
heat, or as a king is present 
throughout his domain by his au- 
thority, 


The fact is that God is present, 
in His entire essence, in every part 
of the universe; He is closer to 
you than your relatives who live 
with you in your home. St. Paul 
says: “The Lord is not far from 
any of us, for in Him we live, 
move and have our being” (Acts 
XVII, 28). 


Conscious Of - 
God's Presence 


_ The saints understood this truth, 
and were, therefore, always con- 
scious of the near presence of God. 
Some of them, in order not to be 
distracted from that presence by 
the worldly spirit, entered the des- 
ert as hermits, where they could 
better be all alone with God. Even 
at this time there are hundreds of 
thousands of religious men and 
women who have exchanged the 
world for monastery and convent 
in order that they might, even on 
earth, imitate those already in 
Heaven by contemplating God and 
by “loving Him with their whole 
heart, with their whole soul, with 
their whole mind, and with all 
their strength” (Mark XII, 32).

French Bishops 
Define The 
‘Secular State’ 


Challenge Idea Of 
‘Official Atheism’: 
Condemn Unmoral State

Paris, Jan. 14 —(NC)—A vig- 
orous challenge to the notion that 
the State must preserve an “of- 
ficial atheism” in all its actions 
and avoid express recognition of 
the existence of God was sounded 
in a statement published here at 
the close of a meeting of the Car- 
dinals and Archbishops of France. 

If it professes an official atheism 
to avoid casting .spersions on the 
unbelief of a few, the State of- 
fends the belief of the many, the 
Prelates affirm. The notion of a 
‘secular State,’ they point out, is 
open to a variety of interpreta- 
tions, one of which is the total- 
itarian concept against which the 
world has just fought a war 
fraught with sacrifices. 

Defining in precise terms 
position of the Church with re- 
gard to “State Secularism,” the 
French Cardinals and Archbishops 
assert that: 

(1) The State must be sovereign 
and supreme in its sphere of the 
temporal order. 

(2) It is a calumny to impute to 
the Church a desire to dominate the 
State. 

(3) If “clericalism” is taken to 
mean the interferencc of the clergy 
in the political realm of the State, 
then the Church condemns cler- 
icalism. 

(4) If in a country where creeds 
are divided “State Secularism” is 
taken to mean that the State per- 
mits everybody free practice of 
his religion, then this definition 
is in conformity with the teach- 
ings of the Church, The Church 
asks for nothing but her hrerty. 

(5) If “State Secularism” 1s 
persented as a philosophical doc- 
trine, containing a materialistic 
and atheistic conception of human

Leadership Is In 
The Parish 


Adequate adult leadership is an 
essential in any well-organized 
youth program.

Good youth leaders do not grow 
on trees, nor can they be picked at 
random from a group of adults. It 
rarely occurs that a new troop is 
fortunate enough to start with 
leaders who havc had complete

been added. To make a beginning 
it will be necessary to go out and 
look for leaders. There are plenty 
of them in every parish, but it will 
take a little effort to finc them, to 
solicit their help, and to encourage 
them in the task.

The 
better method is to study the list 
of parish members for possible 
talent.

Holy Father Reminds Students 


Vatican City, Jan. 14—(NC)—Warning against those 


who would keep human effort and the practice of the pro- 
'fessions apart from everything supernational, Pope Pius 
| XII told a group of Italian Catholic Actionists here that the 


real joy of work and the intrinsic value of the professions 


depends on the recognition of God as the ultimate goal of 


man. 


The Pontiff addresed 3,000 mem- 
bers of the university alumni and 
student groups of Catholic Action, 
‘whom he received in audience in 
'the Hall of Benedictions. Even 
before the first World War, he 
stated one could sense “amidst 
the noisy concert of affected op- 
timism, discordant notes and pro- 
found tremblings” in the secularist 
| view of life and achievement. 
| Addressing himself first to the 
| university alumni in the gathering, 
ithe Pontiff cited the importance 
'of Catholic societies in the pro- 
'fessions, “especially when they 
‘rest on the profound and solid 
_foundation, and sre directed toward 
ithe highest goals according to the 
| teaching of the Catholic Faith.” 


| Urging the students to apply 


| themselves rigorously in order to 
get a solid scientific basis for the 
future exercises of their life work, 


forget “that. with deep study of 
secular learning, progress in re- 
ligious knowledge and perfecting 
of the inner life must go hand-in- 
hand.” 


Speaking to both groups, the 
Holy Father declared: “Always 
in times of formidable change, such 
as the one we arc now witnessing, 
the Church’s hour, the hour of all 
the faithful, has sounded. It rings 
out today also for you Catholic 
graduates and university students 
to be on your guard and to be 


conscious of your dignity as 
Christians.” 
“Catholics,” the Pontiff con- 


tmued, “possess in the truths of 
their Faith, in the Church’s teach- 
ings, in their social program, such 
a wealth of positive and construc- 
tive force that there is no need 
to borrow from others. 


“For your country, as for all 
nations and all humanity, the prin- 
ciple holds true that only one 
thought and one will, animated 
and nurtured by Christian Faith, 
can give to the world a true light, 
and safeguard the indispensable 
values of civilization.”
